From the PiedmontefeCamp near Montmeillan in Savoy, 
Nov. 17. 

Our Army is compofed of 20 Battallions and two Re- 
giments of Dragoons, we expect however a Reintorce- 
ment every Moment of four Battallions and 1000 Vau- 
dois. We ftill occupy our old Pofts, and are incamp’d on 
a fteep: Hill, at the Bottom of which lies a Morafs, and 
beyond that the Wood ot Marches, which his Majeſty 
has caufed to be cut down. Our Right extends to the 
Caftles of Marches, and our Left towards the Village of 
Francin upon the Iferre. Our Van-guard and that of the 
Spaniards are fo near that they may converfe. It looks 
as if they had a mind to attack us in the Front, the only 
Way they can do it. We with for our Parts they would, 
as this muft put an end to a Campaign in which, by rea- 
fon of the heavy Rains and rigorous Seafon, we fuffer 
prodigioufly. General Vaudemet with his Corps of Vau- 
dois is on the other Side of the Iferre. 

Chambery, Nov. 19. His Majefty’s Ordinance has been 
publifhed throughout all Savoy, by which he enjoins all 
his Subje€ts capable of hearing Arms to jo'n Count Lor- 
nai. Arms are to be furnifh’d to fuch as want them, 
and Signals are to be given from the Mountains, in order 
to dire&t them where to repair. As the Spaniards are 
repairing with great Diligence the Roads which lcd to 
Seifelle, we conclude they intend to enter the Duchy next 
on that Side, 

Leghorn, Nov.10. On the 6th of this Month we felt 
a flight Touch of an Earthquake. Five Engiifh Men of 
War continue in our Road, and it is generally believed 
here, that in cafe the Spaniards make an Irruption into 
the Grand Duchy, we fhall receive an Englifh Garifon. 
By a Tartan in two Days from Toulon we learo, that fif- 
teen ftout Men of War are equipping there ; that Ad- 
miral Mathews continues cruizing near the Ifland Hie- 
res with twenty Ships, and that twelve more are upon 
the Coaft of Provence. Three Barks juft arrived from 
Marfeilles bring us a confiderable Piece of News if truc ; 
viz. That the Marquis de Mirepoix has written to Ac- 
miral Mathews to acquaint him, that in cafe he conti- 
nues to examine French Veſſels, as he has done of late, 
it will be confidered as an A& of Hoftility. This Mo- 
ment we learn from Corfica, that on the Publiſhing in 
that Ifland the Regulation made by the Germans, and 
confirmed by the French, the People had caufed it to 
be publickly torn and burnt. 

Ratisbon, Nov. 22. There has happen’d lately a bloody 
Aff.ir at Dingelfing, in which the Auftrians had the ber- 
ter. It is at leaft certain that they maintain their Pofts 
upon the Ifer, tho’ the French have paffed that River, 
and feem determined to hazard a Battle, Yet thofe who 


| underftand the military Art _beft, are of opinion that 


there will be no Aétion; becaufe the Auitrians are fo 
advantageoufly pofted, that there is no attacking them 
but at the utmoft Hazard. We have no News what- 
ever from. Veldt-Marfhal Seckendorff. Marthal Broglio 
fent lately to our Magiftrates, to defire Leave to build a 
Bridge over the Danube, within our Territories; this 
was peremptorily refufed him, yet it was begua on the 
toth, and has been fince finifhed. Complaints upon 
Complaints have been fent to the Emperor, in relation 
to the Conduét of the French, who inftead of ufing the 
Bavarians as Friends, behave much worfe towards them 
than is ufual with a fair Enemy. They have publithed 
an Edi& at Straubingen, forbidding the Inhabstants of 
the Low-Countries to furnifh us with Prov lions.

Letters from Liege of the 19th fay, that about ten 
Days before, the French had begun to plant double Ran- 
ges of Pallifadoes about the Towns of Givet and Philip- 
ville, wht@h Places, as well as Avennes and Recroi, are 
ftrongly garrifon’d ; that at Givet they have receiv'd 2000 
Sheep and 100 Oxen from Auverne, which are falted and 
laid up in their Magazines, and 1,000 Sheep are arrived 
from Germany at Philipville, which are to be divided 
amongft the feveral Garifons upon the Frontier. 

Thofe from Paris of the 23d are full of very fad Ac- 
counts of the Diminution, Sicknefs, and Diftreffes of all 
Kinds, of the French Forces in Bavaria. 

From the Hague, that the French have already de- 
manded three Millions of Rations trom the Emperor’s 
Country, a Country already ruin’d. 

The Union, Coignon, from Cork for Dunkirk, is lot 
near Dunkirk. 

A Ship with Englifh Colours was {cen to fink near 
Dunkirk, and all on board perifhed. 

The Concordia, Roos, from Norway to Falmouth, is 
loft on the Coaft of France. 

The Profperity, Coward, from Venice for London, 
was taken the 2d Inft. near Scilly, by the fame Spanith 
Privateer that took the Two Brothers, Capt. Beach, from 
Carolina ; who alfo took a Snow commanded by Capt. 
Laverance from Newfoundland for Dartmouth. 

We hear that the Godolphin, Capt. Francis Steward, 
in her Voyage from Bombay for England, had like to 
have been burned by a Ball of Fire, about the Bignefs 
of a Man’s Fift, which fell upon Deck clofe by the chiet 
Mate, and inftantly expanded irfelf like Lightening ; 
which iplic the Main-maft, Main-top-maft, Fore-matt, 
Fore-top-maft, and fhivered the Fore-Beam of the Quar- 
ter-degk all to Pieces. It was very fortunate for them 
that they had had a very heavy Shower of Rain fome 
time before, which thoroughly foaked their Sails; but 
notwithftanding their being wet, Holes were burnt in 
them in feveral Places, and iome of the Mens Hammocks 
were damaged ; but happily none of the Men received 
any Hart.
